Previous acrimony was 
set aside and city and Belt- 
way Plaza officials were all 
smiles as the main lines of 
an agreement regarding a 
Greenbelt Police substation 
at the shopping mall were 
laid out at the City Council’s 
work session Monday even- 
ing, August 1. The forma] 
agreement between the two 
institutions will be on the 
agenda of the council’s regu- 
lar session the following 
Monday, August 8. 

In the agreement, the details 
of which had been worked out 
previously in negotiations, the 
city and the mall will split ex- 
penses right down the middle, 
including the costs of training 
an additional police officer. Belt- 
way Plaza will provide the space 
for free, including utilities, and 
costs of equipping the space with 
furniture and equipment will be 
shared by the two parties. 

Throughout the meeting, both

flexibility and Detect ney , 


Manager Daniel Hobbs said the 
agreement was “not a catchall 
but a guideline . . . We’re both 
committed to making this hap- 
pen.” Hobbs added later in a 
phone interview, “This could rep- 
resent the dawn of a totally new 
working relationship between the 
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city and Beltway Plaza.” 

Just in case sweetness and 
light run short, however, the 
agreement includes a_ circuit 
breaker: After the first year, 
either party can terminate the 
agreement with 90 days’ notice. 
Beltway Plaza will put quarter- 
ly payments in escrow every 90 
days. 

Over the years, Beltway Plaza 
and the city have been at odds 
on a number of issues, including 
landscaping, road access, and 
shoring up the plaza’s notorious-

been plagued by crime. 

Two recent events underscored 
that image, one ironically. A 
woman and her’ 13-month-old 
daughter were pushed out of a 
moving car after having been 
abducted and robbed during a 
carjacking at the plaza last 
July 21. And another woman 
reported to police that she had 
been abducted from the plaza, 
sexually assaulted, and robbed 
on July 14, Police have said 
that the woman subsequently ad- 
mitted the report was untrue, 
and have charged her with mak- 
ing a false statement to police. 

Plaza officials said the repu- 
tation is undeserved. “Perception 
is 99% of the problem,” said 
Frederic Wine, president of 
Quantum Management, the comp- 
any which manages the plaza. 
This sentiment was supported by 
Greenbelt Police James Craze, 
who said that although no hard 
data is available, he believes 
crime has actually dropped at 
the plaza over the last two years. 

Wine said “well over $1 mil- 
lion” has been spent on renova- 
nd_.$15.. million. on_ con- 
stru | 
new large tenants, Giant Food 
and Caldor, a department store. 
He said that mall officials believe 
the new substation, will also im- 
prove public safety by attract- 
ing “better quality tenants and

Council Goes Through Trails Plan

On Monday, July 25 
Greenbelt City Council met 
with City Manager Dan 
Hobbs and Senior Adminis- 
trative Assistant Eric Berlin 
in a work session on the pro- 
posed Trails Master Plan. 


First proposed at council’s 
meeting on December 14, 
1992, the plan has been the 
subject of one other work 
session and a public hearing. 
Staff feels that the bulk of 
the plan is ready for council 
approval ‘but recommends 
that the plans for Parcels 1, 
2 and the former school 
board property be sent back 
to the Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB) to 
hash out. Much concern a- 
bout plans for this area was 
expressed by citizens at the 
public hearing. (See box for 
list of proposed capital pro- 
jects on page 7.) 


Part of the proposel plan 
calls for a central pedestrian 
trail from the Spellman Ov- 
erpass to the end of Laurel 
Hill Road. This route has 
been approved by the Advis- 


ory Planning Board (APB) 
and PRAB. The existing path 
would be improved only min- 
imally. It would be a dirt 
path three to four feet wide 
and might include tree blazes 
to help identify the route. 


Pros and Cons 


Council discussed the pros and 
eons of having a marked trail. 
Mayor Toni Bram feared that 
if the trail was more developed 
and marked it might become 
“more developed than we would 
want it to be.” Some parts of 
the city need to be left alone, 
she added. 


On the other hand, Betsy Li- 
kowski said she thought the 
trail was in good shape but there 
were some unsafe spots and some 
erosion. The best bridge is an 
old diving board, she said. She 
thought upkeep is needed to pre- 
vent and correct erosion. Also 
she recommended blazing the 
trail because people “can’t find 
it easily.” 

While he did not agree with 
the idea of blazing the trail, 
Councilmember Tom White a- 
greed that there are people 
who would use it if they 
could find it. He noted that 
there is a need to balance ac- 
cess and preservation. 


Sheldon Goldberg asked what 
the city’s position was on using 
unsafe parts of the path. 

Mayor Bram said she didn’t 
believe trails need to be formal- 
ized. Councilmember Ed Putens 
sald “If we don’t manage it our- 
selves, someone else will come 
in and do it for us.” 

Joe Wilkinson, a member of 
PRAB, asked if the city horti- 
culturist had been asked about 
how to control erosion. 

Mountain Bikes 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts expressed concern about 
what he had observed in the 
area. Mountain bikers in_ in- 
creasing numbers are using that 
part of the city and are making 
new trails. He was not against 
the riding, just the blazing of 
new trails. He had heard that a 
nearby bicycle shop was guiding 
people to the area. He felt that 
rules should be posted at the 
main entrance to the trails. He 
suggested a city ordinance pro- 
hibiting making new paths and 
a fine of perhaps $50 or $100 
for non-compliance. It was sug- 
gested a permit be necessary for 
riding there. Or a “polite” letter 
sent to nearby bicycle stores 
asking them not to direct riders 
there. 

Because council seemed to be 
in favor with going ahead with

City of Activists 

Greenbelt has a special reason 
for having an unusually large 
number of civie volunteers and 
activists. It was planned that 
way. When the town was first 
built in 1937 by the Federal gov- 
ernment as a model planned 
community, the government had 
long lists of applications from 
which to choose prospective res- 
idents. Residents were selected 
in part on their interest in and 
willingness to participate in 
community affairs. 

And participate they did. The 
new residents organized co-ops 
to run the businesses, provide 
medical treatment, print a news- 
paper, and provide nursery school 
education. They formed clubs of 
all kinds. They organized church- 


es. In fact, life got so hectic 
that one year the City Council 
declared a one-week moratorium 
on meetings so that families 
could spend time together. 

As time went on, new resi- 
dents were attracted to and got 
involved with community affairs. 
The fun of being involved in ac- 
tivities has caused many a new- 
comer to decide to stay in 
Greenbelt permanently. Instead

Greenbelt Needs a Dog Park

Greenbelt does not have an area where dogs are permitted 
off-leash. The city needs to provide a place out of the way 


of children and people who do not like dogs. 


A dog park 


(a fenced public park designated specifically for the use of 
dogs and their owners) would satisfy such a need. 


There are many sound reasons 
for such a move. 


First, Greenbelt has a sizable 
dog population, many of them 
large working dogs or hounds 
that need to run. They would 
benefit from a park where they 
are not restricted by leash laws, 
which limit them to running no 
faster than their owners. 


A dog park also enables dogs 
to socialize with other dogs and 
with people. They are thus stab- 
ler, happier, and better behaved, 
less likely to bite people or to 
fight with other dogs. Dog 
trainers say lack of such social- 
ization is a common problem. 


There are benefits for dog 
owners as well. For many own- 
ers, interacting with their pets 
is their major form of exercise 
and recreation. A dog park 
would make things easier for 
them, especially physically chal- 
lenged owners and less mobile 
senior citizens. 


Benefit to Community 

Finally, a dog park would ben- 

efit the community as a whole by 
encouraging more _ responsible 
dog ownership. It would provide 
new owners with an opportunity 
to learn from more experienced 
ones. It would also cut down on 
informal (and illegal) dog parks, 
which exist all over the metro- 
politan area. 
' And as Patricia Burnham (who 
described a successful dog park 
at work in the June 1991 issue 
of Dog. World magazine) said, 
“Dog owners pay taxes just like 
joggers and football and soccer 
players.” And they’re more num- 
erous. 

A number of communities 
around the country have estab- 
lished dog parks, including Alex- 
andria, Va., which has over 26 
off-leash dog exercise areas. 

Dog parks can be regulated 
just like municipal tennis and 
volleyball courts, with posted 
rules and penalties for infrac- 
tions. Such rules include requir- 
ing owners to carry a leash, to 
keep their dogs within view, to 
clean up pet feces, and to leash 
their dogs at the first sign of

In the July 28 News Review 
issue, I noted that there was one 
article on a rather scary daylight 
carjacking at Beltway Plaza plus 
one article and two letters on 
the lobbying by an active group 
of bicycle riders on the immed- 
iate need to spend $13,000 to 
$55,000 to pave the shoulders of 
Crescent Road for use by the 
few citizens that allege that a 
bicycle is their principal mode of 
transportation. 

I am a frequent walker along 
Crescent Road. In my opinion, 
the current sidewalks are ade- 
quate for a careful bicycler. The 
city has installed ramps almost 
everywhere to allow bicycle rid- 
ers continuous tranist. The only 
way for a bicycle rider and pe- 
destrian to run into each other 
is for both parties to cooperate. 

From previous News Review 
issues, I am aware that the po- 
lice department has a list of 
unfilled needs including addition- 
al dispatchers, equipment, train- 
ing, and officers. 

For most citizens of Green- 
belt, bicycle riding is an occas- 
ional activity. For all of Green- 
belt’s citizens, crime prevention 
is a daily necessity. I hope that 
our city council will take this 
into account and relegate the 
proposed Crescent Road _ con- 
struction to a priority that re- 
flects the small number of citi- 
zens affected and the negligible 
impact on public safety. If the 
$13,000 to $55,000 funding is av- 
ailable, then I strongly recom- | 
mend that the majority of these 
funds be allocated to the police

Young Men Required 


To Register for Draft 


The U.S. House of Representa- 
tives voted on May 23, and the 
Senate on July 1, to continue the 
requirement for all men to regis- 
ter with Selective Service upon 
reaching age 18. Since July 1980, 
draft registration has been an 
obligation of virtually all men 
age 18 through 25. Federal law 
requires that every man must reg- 
ister within 30 days of his 18th 
birthday. Each man completes a 
short form to provide Selective 
Service with his name, date of 
birth, address, phone number and 
Social Security number. Regis- 
tration forms are available at any 
post office. Most men, however, 
will receive a registration remin- 
der in the mail and they may use 
it to register rather than going 
to the post office, 

Men who don’t register are in 
violation of federa] law. Non- 
registrants can be _ prosecuted, 
and they are ineligible for federal 
student financial aid, most federal 
jobs, and federal job training 
programs. The law applies to 


most male aliens residing in the 
U.S., as well as all male citizens, 
18 through 25 years old. 





Artists and artwork subject to availability

Crepe myrtle and rose of shar- 
on are two large shrubs which 
now ‘brighten up the summer 
landscape with their beautiful 
flowers. Both are fairly tough, 
reliable, and are nice sized plarits 
for small yards. 


The pink blooming large 
shrubs planted all around the 
Roosevelt Center parking lot are 
crepe myrtles, variety “Tusca- 
rora”. Another good variety is 
“Natchez”, which is white. 

Their drawback is that they 
do suffer in very cold winters. 
Many of them around the city 
have dead branches on them, 
which can be cut out. 


Rose of sharon is an old time 
favorite that can be seen around 
older neighborhoods. The cup 
like flower of five petals is usu- 
ally white, pink, or light purple 
with a red center. 

Seedlings spring up easily so 
that a clump of shrubs can seem 
to be one tree with different col- 
ored flowers. A nice sized clump 
is located near the Coop parking 
lot next to 7 Parkway. A good 
variety is the all white “Diane”. 


My grandmother told me that 
she got her clump of rose of shar- 
on bushes when a friend sent 
seedlings through the mail to her 
without soil on their roots or 
any water. While I don’t recom- 
mend this, it just goes to show 
how incredibly tough this plant 
fs. 


Rose of sharon is in the mal- 
low family and other members 
of this family are also now in 
bloom. Hibiscus bushes have 
huge, plate-sized flowers. A white 
one is in bloom in the plantings 
to the far left of the entrance 
of “Buddy” Attick Lake Park. 

Wild hibiscus are now bloom- 
ing in our local wetlands. A par- 
ticularly fine stand is near 
Greenbelt Lake in the storm 
water pond, near Charlestowne 
North. They can also be seen in 
the pond at Hanover Parkway 
and Ora Glen Drive, and also 
in the wetland just north of the 
approach to the Cherrywood 
Lane bridge.

The were struggling— 
an 0 and 2 start, and only one 
win in the first four games The 
scle win, was not a pretty one. 
Then they finally realized that it 
was within themselves to win, to 
improve, to play at the level at 
which they should and could be 
playing. The main ingredient was 
the increased effort that each had 
to put out to ecmpete competitive- 
ly at this new level of play—the 
desire and commitment to achieve 
at that level, to show their talents 
individually and as a team. The 
team went on to win four in a 
row, which included an impressive

Tracy 
Lawrence, another good left-side 
infielder should also continue to 


develop into a good pitcher. Tim 
Mason, who had some key mo- 
ments during the season that 


helped the team achieve. got on 
base when we needed a base-run- 
ner, improving skills and good 
speed. 

Also, Jacob Novick exhibited 
good basic baseball skills playing 
first base. and other positions. 
and was invaluable as the “bull- 
pen” catcher. Matt Pelfrey sprang 
out of the pack of catchers to be 
“the catcher” for the team, good 
solid skills rolled in with a lot of 
hustle and a strong arm that 
threw out many opposing base- 
runners. Jaime Pereira, joined 
the team late and suffered an ear- 
ly off-field injurv. but came 
through to help the team to a- 
chieve with solid baseball skills 
and a desire to do well. We cannot 
wait to see him at full speed next 
vear. Mike Pierce was another 
plaver who improved his baseball 
skills over the season, developing 
confidence and good skills. Robbie 
Strauss, an all-round ballplayer, 
good, solid in all aspects of the 
game, was a valuable asset to the 
team.

If the boat meets the CME 
requirements the award of the 
decal is the owner’s assurance 
that the boat is preprly equip- 
ped for fun and safety on the 
water. At the conclusion of the 
examination a copy of the CME 
checklist is given to the owner.

the Trails Plan and sending so 
much back to FRAB would take 
time, Councilmember Judith Da- 
vis suggested that perhaps it 
would be possible to go ahead 
with the plan and deal later with 
Parcels 1 and 2. Bram suggest- 
ed that they ask PRAB to fast 
track. Wilkinson volunteered to 
work on getting this done. 


Putens suggested that coun- 
cil take a walk through Parcels 
1 and 2 so they could see for 
themselves what condition it was 
in. Bram asked that they wait 
*til after the first frost when 
ticks should be less prevalent. 


Continuous Bike Route 


Council discussed a letter 
from Bill Clarke on behalf of 
the Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition 
approving the trails plan with 
two additions: 1), the city should 
designate a continuous bike 
route across Greenbelt, (their 
preferred route follows Hanover 
Parkway from Goodluck Road, 
crosses Spellman overpass, fol- 
lows Crescent Road across MD 
201 and continues on Ivy and 
Cherrywood Lanes to Greenbelt 
Road); 2), the Trails Plan should 
provide for marking the should- 
ers of Hanover Parkway near 
Schrom Hills Park for bicycle 
traffic - city policy should be 
that any future reconstruction of 
Hanover Parkway or any other 
high volume street must provide 
for bicycle traffic. 


Mayor Bram stated that she 
had not heard from the State 
Highway Department (SHA) 
about a safe place to cross Ken- 
ilworth Avenue. Berlin felt the 
only safe intersection is a sig- 
nalized. intersection such as at 
Crescent and Kenilworth. 


Wilkinson wondered how pe- 
destrians were going to get 
across Kenilworth Avenue. He 
wondered if it was possible to 
get the SHA to put red lights 
on all four sides of the intersec- 
tion so pedestrians and bicyclists 
could get across in 30 seconds. 
Council asked staff to check into 
this. 


Berlin suggested that council 
remand the bicycle trail plan to 





the Bicycle Task Force to take 
up item by item. 


The request made by the Bi- 
cycle Coalition that paving the 
shoulders on Crescent Road from 
Northway to Lastner Lane 
brought up a few questions and 
disagreements. 


Roberts said bike lanes needed 
markings so cars would know 
where they are. Hobbs said Di- 
rector of Public Works Carl 
Hirsch was planning on using 
colored asphalt if he did bike 
lanes. 


White thought that bike lanes 
should be considered one at a 
time for there might be engin- 
eering reasons why some places 
can’t be made into bike lanes. 
However, a plan for bikes would 
still be needed he added. Bram 
agreed that a plan should be 
developed gradually. 


Crescent Road Bike Lanes 


Wilkinson wanted to know 
where the bikes would go after 
the proposed bike trail stops at 
Northway? Would parking be 
prohibited near the lake park? 
Except for special days like July 
4, parking would be prohibited 
Bram said. 


The width of the bike lane was 
also a bone of contention. Some 
worried that from sidewalk to 
road would be one slab of as- 
phalt. Wilkinson thought two 
feet, as used at Michigan State 
University was wide enough. 
Putens thought a minimum of 
four feet was necessary, Wil- 
kinson said bicyclists did not 
have the right to take over the 
road. Davis reminded him that 
they also have a right to the 
road. A public hearing will be 
held on this subject on August 8. 


Trails Map 


Staff recommends that council 
approve a bicycle/pedestrian 
trails map. Staff would then 
work on a map for the public. 
Staff sees this as a flexible on- 
going map like the plan itself. 
Changes would need to be made 
from time to time.

Greenbelt Receives 


Recycling Awards 
by Tracy Vincent 


Glass is made from sand, lime- 
stone, and sodium carbonate; 
These are melted together in a 
furnace to form the glass which 
is then molded into various 
shapes. Glass bottles and jars 
have been recycled for years 
through bottle deposits, drop- 
offs and curbside collection pro- 
gram. 

Once glass bottles and jars 
are collected for recycling, they 
are taken to the County Mater- 
ials Recovery Facility (prononc- 
er “murf”). Because of its 
weight, glass falls through a 
chain curtain and is color sorted 
by hand. Clear glass is the most 
desirable since it contains no 
color. Unrinsed containers are 
rejected and landfilled. Once the 
glass is separated, it’s crushed 
into cullet, small fragments of 
glass. The cullet is then shipped 
to a glass manufacturing plant. 
Most old glass is used in pro- 
ducing new bottles and jars with 
a recycled content of 24%. Did 
you know that post-consumer 
glass material is also being used 
in glassphalt, fiberglass insula- 
tion, sand blasting material, re- 
flective materials and those small 
glass marbles? 

Using post-consumer cullet re- 
quires less energy since it melts 
at a lower temperature and saves 
natural resources. There is a 
limit to the number of times cul- 
let can be re-used. Approximate- 
ly 35% of glass bottles and jars 
are being recycled. Every time 
Greenbelters recycle glass they 
are recycling for the future!

better quality shoppers.” 
Bicycle Patrol 

The officer assigned to the 
plaza will be equipped with both 
a car and a bicycle, and will re- 
ceive additional training in bi- 
cycle policing, a fact which gen- 
erated some discussion. 

Councilmember Edward Put- 
ens asked Hobbs for specifics on 
how and where a bicycle would 
be used. Hobbs said he thought 
it best to preserve flexibility 
and leave such matters up to the 
officer assigned to the _ substa- 
tion. “The bicycle is a tool,” said 
Hobbs. “We need to start this 
program and see what works.” 

Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
pressed Hobbs further on this 
point, saying he thought it un- 
likely that an officer previous- 
ly accustomed to the use of a 
patrol car would give it up easily, 
particularly if he or she was not 
physically conditioned to bicyc- 
ling. Both Hobbs and Craze 
gave assurances that the officer 
would be fully trained for this 
task. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram em- 
phasized that the substation of- 
ficer is not to be pulled out rou- 
tinely for duty elsewhere in the 
city, a fact that will make it 
_ possible to give bicycle patroll- 
ing a good test. Councilmember 
Judith “J” Davis expressed the 
hope that the officer would pa- 
trol on foot as well. 

Wine said that there would be 
close coordination between plaza 
security and police. He said that 
the officer will be trained in com- 
munity relations and will be ex- 
pected to know the plaza and 
its tenants intimately. “At 11 
p.m. when the theaters unload, 
he won’t be out on a_ coffee 
break,” he said.

project until October 1 of this 
year. The delay eased startup 
financing difficulties, since the 
first-year costs (estimated at 
about $50,000 for the city) will 
be prorated. 

This was not unwelcome news 
for councilmembers, who strug- 
gled with a number of unpalat- 
able cost-shifting options present- 
ed by Hobbs, including a propos- 
al to delay the beginning of the 
Crisis Intervention Program by 
Greenbelt CARES, the _ city’s 
social service agency, until Jan- 
uary 1, 1995. 

In addition to $20,000 which 
Hobbs said will be available be- 
cause preliminary audit figures 
indicate revenues have somewhat 
exceeded expenses, he executed 
a financial hat trick: three days 
before the meeting, he learned 
that the city will be receiving 
about $23,000 in state funds as 
reimbursement for last winter’s 
snow emergency. 

At one point, Bram _ asked 
why Hobbs had agreed to a pro- 
vision specifying that Beltway 
Plaza’s expenses were not to ex- 
ceed $50,000 in any 12-month per- 
iod. “They caught me in a weak 
moment,” he said, smiling. Wine 
explained, ‘Our goal was to have 
a fixed amount.” He --'4 that it 
shouldn’t matter the first year be- 
cause they weren’t anticipating 
the city’s share to exceed this 
amount either. 


Said Hobbs later, “The city is 
committed to having a success- 
ful Beltway Plaza, period.” Al- 
luding to the possibility of col- 
laboration on other issues, he 
said. “Good relations mean we

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Fifty Years Ago 


Baby Dies After 


Tragic Accident 
by James Giese 

April, 1944—Fourteen-month- 
old Dennis Halloran died after 
being accidentally scalded during 
his bath at his home at 655-G 
Ridge Road.

Historic District Committee 


Set Up by Greenbelt Homes

A keenly interested but still questioning Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. (GHI) Board of Directors voted at its July 21 
meeting to establish an Ad Hoc Committee to investigate 
whether the original portion of Greenbelt should be desig- 
nated an Historic District of Prince Georges County. The 
District would cover all of the original part of Greenbelt — 
the buildings, streets and associated open spaces planned 
and constructed by the federal government from 1935 to 


1941. 
Greenbelt Homes. 
Jim Maher, a GHI member 


who has participated in the ef- 
fort thus far to look into the 
Historic District designation, 
will chair the committee. A re- 
tired architect, Maher has serv- 
ed as commissioner of the Prince 
Georges Historic Preservation 
Commission and is the chairman 
of GHI’s Architecture and En- 
vironment Committee (AF). 

The board is eager to involve 
members in the process of de- 
termining how such a designa- 
tion might affect members and 
the cooperative and, then, wheth- 
er to go ahead and seek the des- 
ignation. 

There will be advantages and 
disadvantages, warned Board 
Member Wayne Williams. The 
crux of the potential opposition, 
said Board Member Bill Phelan, 
is the limitation on additions.

Brawl at Martins Crosswinds 


Chief of Police James D. Craze shared details of two 
receent incidents with the City Council at the council’s 
work session on Monday night, August 1. The first was a 
homicide in Greenbelt East on Friday, July 29. The second 
was a brawl at a dance held at Martin’s Crosswinds in the 


wee hours of Saturday, July 


Homicide on Morrison Drive 


In the first incident, police re- 
sponding to the report of a shoot- 
ing found a man lying in the 
parking lot of a condominium de- 
velopment in the 7300 block of 
Morrison Dr. in Greenbelt East, 
suffering from an apparent gun- 
shot wound. The victim, Hakim 
Aziz Drake, 25, of Hyattsville, 
was pronounced dead at Prince 
Georges County Hospital. 

The suspect in the shooting, a 
25-year-old Upper Marlboro man 
has fled the area,, reportedly 
to North Carolina, Craze said. 
Police are not releasing his name 
at this time. 

A third person, a 14-year-old 
nonresident boy who was with 
the two at the time of the shoot- 
ing, is the principal witness in 
the case. He was not charged. 

The three had been in the D.C. 
area for several days prior to 
the shooting, said Craze, using 
a car they had stolen from a 
rental company. The two men 
had known each other for some 
time, having attended Bowie 
State together. 

The suspect suggested that the 
three visit a “cousin” who, he 
claimed, lived at the Morrison 
Dr. address. (Craze said that the 
resident is unrelated, although 
apparently acquainted with the 
suspect.) 

The three found no one home 
there. The suspect then went to 
the back and gained entry 
through a sliding glass door. He 
retrieved a gun from inside the 
house, whose whereabouts he ap- 
parently knew beforehand. He 
then returned to the front where 
the other two were waiting. 

An argument ensued. Before 
Drake was shot, said Craze, the 


suspect said to him, “So you 
think I’m a punk?” 
Craze said Drake, who had 


been arrested before for posses- 
sion of narcotics, apparently 
owed money to the suspect for 
drugs. It is unknown whether 
this played any role in the shoot- 
ing. 

The suspect is considered a 
fugitive, said Craze, and could 
be prosecuted for unlawful flight 
to avoid prosecution, a_ federal 
offense. He expects the FBI will 
probably become involved in the 
case. 

Brawl! at Martin’s 

Craze said a brawl involving 
up to 150 revelers took place at 
a heavily attended live “go-go” 
eoncert dance held at Martin’s 
Crosswinds, a catering establish- 
ment in Greenway Center. 

In response to a question from 
Mayor Antoinette Bram, Craze 
said police were vastly outnumb- 
ered and “not in control” of the 
situation.

terview that the eight Green- 
belt police officers present called 
for outside assistance, and were 
reinforced by about a dozen of- 
ficers from county police, U.S. 
Park Police, and Berwyn Heights 
police.) 

A Greenbelt officer was as- 
saulted in the eperation and re- 
ceived minor injuries. A 23-year- 
old nonresident man was arrest- 
ed for resisting arrest, battery, 
and disturbing the peace, said 
Craze and held on $5,000 bond. 

Craze said police came to Mar- 
tin’s in response to a report of 
a shooting. They were greeted 
by a chaotic scene. “There were 
fights everywhere,” said Craze 
later. He added thet police could 
have made many arrests if they 
had had the resources. He said 
that in such a situation, police 
focus on restoring order by sep- 
arating the fighting parties and 
clearing the area. 

Craze said there were two 
groups of private security per- 
sonnel at the dance. Police re- 
ceived no help from them, he 
said. 

No shooting victim was found, 
but a man who had been knocked 


unconscious received medical 
treatment at the scene. Police 
believe the initial report was 


mistaken, said Craze. It was un- 
clear what started the disturb- 
ance, which began about 2 a.m., 
shortly after the establishment 
stopped serving alcoholic bever- 
ages. 

In addition to a live band, said 
Craze, the entertainment was 
provided by lingerie-clad female 
models. 

Craze said that the band, a 
D.C. go-go group known as the 
Northeast Groovers, was associ- 
ated with a previous incident at 
a dance held several weeks ago 
at Fairlands, a county pool in 
the Laurel area. That event 
gained notoriety because uni- 
formed Park Police officers hired 
as private security guards stood 
by impassively when numerous 
dancers shed their clothing and 
jumped into the water. A video 
of the scene was later shared 
with a local television station. 

Police had no advance notice 
of the event, Craze said, and 
were taking steps to ensure such 
notice in the future. He said that 
Martin’s Crosswinds had agreed 
to provide them with a monthly 
list of upcoming events. 

Craze said later he was un- 
sure as yet what specific actions 
police might take although he 
noted that police have input in 
proceedings for renewal of liquor 


licenses.
